Custom Exists Among Merchants
of Stamping Each Coin,

DISTRUST GOLD AND PAPER

Ame :nt of Silver in Coing Depends Up
on Honesty of Mint Officials, and
Users Stamp With Initials To Guard
Agains Cheating,

WASHINGTON, February 21,—Rep-
resentative Julius Kahn, of Callfornia,
who recently returned from a tour of
the Orient, talks enthusiastically on
the observations he made during his
travels.  In pothing did Mr. Kahn take
greater (ntereat than In the question
of money and the clreulating medium
of value among the natlves whom he
visited,

“In Chinn,” sald Mr. Kahn, “silver
coins do not always contan the requis-
ite amount of silver: thelr actual
weight as compared with that re-
quired by the law, depenlds upon the
honesty of ‘moderation’ of the boas in
charge of the particular mint turning
these silver coins out. For this rea-
son colns In general eclrculation in Chis
na only pass for thelr bulllon value,
s shown by their
we of this country should have to stop
and hesltate over the value of a coln

welght.  Suppose

every time one was offered to us in
change, or that we had to have the |
little plece welghed before we could be
sure the merchant was not getting the
bost of us. We of the Unlted States,
I'm afrald do not value our monetary
systemn as we should

"It {8 customary among the Chinese
merchants to stamp the colns that pasa
through thelr hands with thelr own in-
tlals; when this Is done they pass for
thelr face value until short welght s
dlsclosed, when the man who stamped
the coln last must make good the losas,
The repeated stamping of these coins
glve them a hollow or dish like shape,
and they resemble a plle of plates when
stacked up in a bank.

“In the far East gold and paper are

looked upon with suspicion by the na-
tives. Silver i» what they wint, for It
is the only money metal with which
they are famlillar. However, In this
regard, human pature ls pretty much
the same the world over, In Colorado
and on the Pacific Coast paper money
s still regarded with distrust by the
people. Go loto a bank in San Fran-
clsco and tender a 350 bill for caange
and the teller will turn it over and
over and scrutinize every part of IlI
before he grudgingly parts with his
metallic money for it. In New York
and the East people will bite and ring
gold coins before accepting them, btu
they accept the paper money without
looking at [t with more than a mere
glance to Jdetermine its denomination.

SHIP BERLIN S8INKS,

Hundred and Forty Perish Off Hook
of Holland.

ROTERDAM Feb, 21—A disastrous
steamship wreck attended w"h. A great
loss of life oceurred today off the Hook
of Holland, the CGireat Eastern
Rallway Company's Berlin, bound
from Harwlck to (he Hook of Hoelland,
was lost. All on board, 141 persons In
all, of whom 91 were passengers, were

The wreck occurred off the North
pler of the Hook of Holland,

The Berlln was a Dritish ateamer,
202 feet long and of 1775 tons. The
ghip was commanded by Captain Ab-
lett and wus bullt 1n 1894,

The wreck occurred at § o'clock (thls
moining during a teriffic southwest
gale, The steamer Btruck the north
jetty while trying to enter the water-
way at the Hook ‘of Holland, She
broke In two, her forward part Imme-
diately sinking, while the passengers
and crew gathered on the astern where
